The club wishes 
Mr. Oeming every success in his 
business ventures, but it does not 
want its own activities confused 
with them. : 

The University Wrestling Club has 
no connection and no interest in the 
activities of the assemblage of freaks 
who put on the carefully rehearsed 
exhibitions of fake brutality known 
as professional wrestling. Univer- 
sity wrestling is a strictly amateur 
proposition devoted to a sport with 
an ancient and honorable lineage. 
The Greeks, no mean performers 
either athletically or intellectually, 
regarded wrestling very highly and 
considered it one of the accomplish- 
ments of a gentleman. The Univer- 
sity Club agrees with them. No 
other sport is better calculated to 
build a strong, supple and well de- 
veloped body, nor to call forth a 
greater degree of sportsmanship, en- 
durance or decisiveness of thought 
and action.

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some related topic. 

It will be apparent to any keen 
observer that there are a number of 
artificial castes related to the bus, 
and furthermore, membership in the 
castes varies considerably from day 
to day. 

The highest class is the Sitters, 
corresponding ‘to the Brahmins of 
Hinduism and the Baptists of Chris- 
tianity. The Sitters are those per- 
by some underhanded 
method or other, have managed to 
secure a seat on the bus.

It is perhaps with some sighing 
for things long past that we recall a 
remark made not infrequently by 
Mr. J. Percy Page, a coach of in- 
finitely greater ability and becom- 
ing modesty than this town is likely 
to see again.

In 
appreciation of the contribution he 
has made to university athletics, 
however, the UAB thumbs its nose 
politely and does its best to hinder 
his progress outside the university. 
Even on this fragrant campus the 
action smells, and we believe it is 
high time that some changes were 
made in a constitution that allows 
as undistinguished a group as the 
UAB to dictate in this way. 


Sport, we believe, should be con- 
sidered as recreation and not as part 
of the academic courses offered at 
the university, and what, or where, a 
student plays in his spare time 
should be his own business. If a 
student cannot engage in sports and 
still pass his examinations, there is 
no law which says he cannot be 
failed. This much control should be 
enough. It is utterly unfair that 
anyone should be compelled to 
choose between playing for an un- 
important university team or not 
playing at all. It would be as reas- 
onable to tell a writer that he could 
not write for any publication except 
those of the university, or a student 
who bolsters her bank account by 
baby-sitting that she must sit only 
with university babies. 


It should be the duty of the 
Students’ Council to eliminate the 
compulsory athletic fee and to bring 
sport directly under control of 
Council, as are other activities, and 
to remove from the UAB any power 
to dictate the actions of students. 
One of these times, we hope, the 
Council will realize that the so- 
called apathy on this campus is 
merely passive resistance to an 
Americanized Joe College program 
that no longer meets the needs and 
preferences of university students. 
A little deodorizing of the UAB 
would be an excellent first step

Bell’s complaints against The 
Gateway were: “Lack of coverage of 
any material befhg presented to The 
Gateway. for publication. Material 
was submitted and very severely 
slashed.” : 

Bell had previously aired his views 
on Gateway news coverage after 
last Tuesday's edition. He had pre- 
pared a 1,000 word statement on the 
national conference of student vet- 
erans which was held at \Kingston 
in December, although he had been 
told over the telephone when he 
had inquired previously that the 
paper could not possibly print that 
much. 

A 180-word summary of his press 
release was printed in last Tues- 
day’s edition. 


SCOFFED AT NFCUS 


Bell came to The Gateway office, 
asking Managing Editor Bruce Powe 
why the story had been cut and why 
it had appeared on the back page. 
He asked why the conference of 
National Federation of Canadian 
University Students had received so 
much space. He was told that U of A 
students’ money had sent three 
delegates-to the NFCUS conference, 
that every student belonged to 
NFCUS and contributed funds to it 
through the Students’ Union, and 
that the NFCUS conference passed 
legislation which affected every stu- 
dent whereas CURMA resolutions 
applied more specifically to student 
veterans. 

Bell told Managing Editor Powe 
that CURMA represented 50 percent 
of student enrolment. 

He complained about Gateway re-

Chairman of the debate, appointed 
by the executive of the Debatin- 
Club, is former Rhodes Scholar L. C 
Hawco. Mr. Hawco received his 
B.A. degree from Mount Allison and 
Oxford, and his LL.B. from Dal- 
housie. At present he is a member 
of the faculty of law. 

The inter-provincial debates be- 
tween Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba began in 1921 when Sas- 
katchewan came out on top. In 1924 
the McGoun Cup was presented to 
the league by Dr. McGoun of Ed- 
monton, and Alberta was the. first 
winner. The four-way debates in- 
cluding UBC were inaugurated in 
1928 and the series has continued 
unbroken with the exception of one 
year during the war when two uni- 
versity councils refused to grant 
funds. Alberta last held the Cup 
in 1945.
